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Citizen suggests TV charge be put in escrow 


Opposition continues to 
build to the monthly 
charge now being im¬ 
posed by Group W for 
the use of the converter 
units it distributed to users 
of its 54 channel service. 

The charge of $3 per 
month for a converter, 
and an additional $1 for 
each subsequent unit, was 
imposed by the city’s 
cable TV franchisee ef¬ 
fective Oct. 1. 

The imposition of this 
charge had been deter¬ 
mined to be in violation 
of the city franchise by 


the city’s Special Coun¬ 
sel Charles Martin. 

Tuesday night, Jan 
Maddox urged the City 
Council to create a spe¬ 
cial escrow account. She 
suggested cable subscrib¬ 
ers could deposit the 
Group W converter 
charge into this account 
pending a resolution of 
the legality of that 
charge. 

She likened the pro¬ 
posed escrow to the fund 
the Public Utilites Com¬ 
mission maintains for 
those users who are pro¬ 


testing charges imposed 
by the utility. 

In supporting her pro¬ 
posal, Maddox told the 
council, "It is time for 
this council to stop talk¬ 
ing and start acting.’’ 

Mayor Clem Batolai 
suggested to the council 
that the matter be con¬ 
sidered further in an ex¬ 
ecutive session to which 
it was to adjourn. 

Prior to that adjourn¬ 
ment, Marge Bradley be¬ 
gan asking questions re¬ 
garding the charge, ques¬ 
tions to which the Mayor 


started to respond but 
to which City Adminis¬ 
trator James McRea sug¬ 
gested Bradley should be 
calling Group W for re¬ 
sponse. This brought the 
rejoiner from the Mayor 
that “(Bradley) is going 
to get better informa¬ 
tion right here.’’ 

The contested charges 
caused Mayor Pro Tern 
Edwards to accuse Group 
W of “a lack of good 
faith’’ in their dealing 
with the city. 

Councilman Charles 
Corp said he was not 


accusing the cable TV 
company of lack of good 
faith but did state, “My 
understanding was we 
were paying for what we 
got and rates were not 


going to change. We have 
to go back and look at 
the fine print.’’ 

Preceding the discus¬ 
sion of the Group W 
charges, the council spent 


considerable time con¬ 
sidering zoning variances 
requested for 714 Brook- 
side Lane in the Little 
Santa Anita Canyon area 
of Sierra Madre. 


A spokesman for A.R. 
Incorporated requested 
variances to allow it to 
construct a single family 
residence at that loca¬ 
tion. 


Adams loses Trustee seat No. 2 to Mann 


Gary Adams, Sierra 
Madre, lost the Area 2, 
Pasadena City College 
Trustee seat to Jeanette 
Mann by 33% of the 
votes in Tuesday’s elec¬ 
tion. Adams received 612 
votes, 30.87% and Mann 


won with 1266 votes and 
63.8%. 

Adams told the News, 
“I wish her (Mann) 
luck. She has a lot of 
problems. She’ll join a 
nice board of people, 
great faculty and top 
flight administration and 


staff.” 

Adams serves as presi¬ 
dent of the Trustees until 
the end of November. 
Election is scheduled for 
Dec. 1, the first day the 
new board takes over. 

Adams expects John 
Martin to be the next 


president. 

Other candidates for 
the post and their results 
follow; “White Horse 
Charlie” Compton, 48 
votes, 2.42%; Michael 
Blumenthal, 38 votes, 
1.91%: Earl Gottschalk, 
18 votes, .90%.

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Local child undergoes 
treatment for cancer 


Melody Lomboy, 6, has a theory about her 
,bones — she envisions Pac-Man going through 
those bones, eating the bad cells which she sees 
as the Devil. Those bad cells are those resul¬ 
ting from acute lymphocytic leukemia, a very 
serious form of cancer. 

The Sierra Madre child was recently diagnosed 
by City of Hope and has just begun a new 
three-year pilot program of treatment for the disease. 

According to her parents, Carmella and Ben 
Lomboy, a strange lymph node appeared behind 
Melody’s right ear at the end of September. 
Blood tests and X-rays tested out negative although 
the area kept swelling. Even after antibiotic treat¬ 
ments, the area continued to swell, so she was 
referred by her pediatrician to City of Hope. 

Bone marrow tests revealed the beginning of 
this most common of childhood cancers, accor¬ 
ding to Carmella Lomboy. 

Melody is having chemotherapy, injections in 
her veins, several times a week and is keeping 
up her school work in Grade one at Bethany 
Christian School. 


She has another theory. She sees those in¬ 
jections as a roller coaster going in, around and up 
and down her blood system. 

How is she feeling? “Fine,” comes a quick 
answer with a shy smile. Her play sessions are 
interspersed with studies because of all the school 
Melody is missing right now. While the News was 
collecting data for this feature story, Cheryl Burford, 
her teacher at Bethany Christian, stopped in with 
Melody’s new spelling words. 

Melody hopes to be back on the swim team 
soon. She is the smallest member of the Sierra 
Madre Swim Team but it hasn’t kept her from 
winning many ribbons and trophies. She started 
as a baby and has taken every class available 
since. 

She is also a member of Girl Scout Brownie 
Troop 664 and plays the piano. 

Within a short week when the Lomboys heard 
the diagnosis of the tests, “thousands were pray¬ 
ing for her. Nearly every Sierra Madre church 
has been praying for Melody and we hope they 
continue,” Carmella Lomboy said.
